To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Tamworth 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  stale  of  the  Public 
Health  in  the  Borough  of  Tamworth  for  the  year  1954. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  ]  5.3  and  the  Maternal  Mortality 
Rate  was  Nil. 

rhere  were  123  Domiciliary  confinements. 

Twenty-two  Borough  residents  and  56  non-residents  were 
conhned  at  a  Private  Nursing  Home  in  the  Borough. 

Fifty-nine  Borough  residents  were  confined  at  Hospitals 
and  Maternity  units  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  outside  of 
'Famworlh. 

No  Maternity  Beds  under  the  National  Health  Service 
were  provided  in  the  Borough  and  61%  of  all  confinements 
were  conducted  at  home.  In  view  of  the  relatively  large  number 
of  unfit  houses  in  Tamworth  the  high  proportion  of  domiciliary 
confinements  cannot  be  regarded  as  entirely  satisfactory.  That 
no  Maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  was  testimony  to 
a  high  standard  of  professional  skill  on  the  part  of  the  town’s 
doctors  and  midwives. 

The  Death  Rate  was  13.1. 

The  Death  Rate  of  infants  under  otie  vear  of  age  Avas 
44.1  and  the  total  number  of  infant  deaths  was  nine. 

No  major  epidemic  was  experienced  in  the  course  of  the 

vear. 


Slum  Clearance  AvOrk  proceeded  and  during  the  year 
three  Clearance  Areas  involving  19  houses  were  represented. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  a  Survey  of  unfit  properties  in  the 
Borough  was  carried  out.  This  Stirvey  was  completed  early 
in  the  New  Year. 

A  considerable  number  of  complaints,  in  respect  of 
unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  were  received  and  investigated. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  nry  fellorv  Officials 
for  their  help  and  advice,  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  its 
tolerance  and  encourageirrent,  the  Estates  Comirrittee  for  its 
co-operation,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  very  real  help  and 
sound  advice,  and  the  people  of  Tamworth  for  their  unfailing- 
kindness  aird  courtesy.

CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES

Bacteriological,  pathological  and  chemical  examinations 
are  done  at  the  Medical  Research  Laboratory,  Stallord.  since  the 
5th  July,  1948,  formerly  the  County  Laboratory. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

Source  of  Supply. — Well  and  bore  hole  at  Hopwas  Pumping- 
Station.  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company.

Treatment  Before  Distribution. — The  supply  is  chlorinated 
en  route  to  the  high  level  reservoir  at  Hopwas,  and  the 
bulk  supply  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterwoi'ks 
Company  is  chlorinated  at  source. 

All  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  have  a  piped  supply, 
either  direct  into  the  house  or  by  means  of  standpipes.

Rainfall. — The  Rainfall  for  the  year  1954  was  30.84111. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  bulk  supply  from  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  it  was  possible  to  give  a 
continuous  supply  to  all  consumers  throughout  the  year,  at 
pressures  ranging  from  3olbs.  to  8olbs. 


During  the  year,  12  samples  of  water  have  been  obtained 
by  the  Health  Department  from  domestic  supplies  in  various 
parts  of  the  Borough  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examination. 

The  results  were  satisfactory.  The  water  is  not  plumbo 
solvent.  There  is  a  fairly  high  degree  of  hardness. 


OPEN-AIR  SWIMMING  BATHS 

Routine  samples  were  taken  during  the  summer  months 
when  the  baths  were  open.  Bacteriological  analyses  were  all 
satisfactory.  “  Break-point  ”  chlorination  was  used. 

These  baths  are  a  very  valuable  health  asset  to  the 
Borough  and  are  well  patronised.

THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  xMembers  of  the  Health 
Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  mv  .\nnnal  Report  for  the  vear  1954. 

During  the  year  19  houses  were  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1936.  These  were  contained  in  three  Clearance 
Orders. 

The  total  number  dealt  with  during  the  past  four  years 
is  70,  57  of  these  being  contained  in  Clearance  Orders. 

The  de-control  of  meat  and  livestock  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  July  and  the  slaughterhouse  of  the  Butchery 
Department,  Tamworth  Industrial  Co-operative  Society,  used  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food  ceased  to  function  as  a  killing  centre  for 
Tamworth  and  district. 

In  June  the  Health  Committee  recommended  that  an 
additional  Sanitary  Inspector  be  appointed  but  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  filling  the  post  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
vacancy  remained  unfilled. 

The  general  work  of  sanitary  administration  is 
summarised  in  the  various  tables.

The  majority  of  the  milk  retailed  within  the  Borough 
is  pasteurised  and  sold  as  such.  One  producer /retailer  is  an 
“  accredited  ”  producer. 

One  dairy  is  licensed  to  pasteurise  milk  and  the  principle 
adopted  is  by  the  “  holder  "  method.  One  dairy  obtains  the 
supply  pasteurised  and  bottled  from  a  large  wholesaler. 

Inspections  of  dairies,  vehicles  and  vessels  have  beeix 
made  and  attention  directed  to  any  contravention  of  tho 
Regulations. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

An  employee  of  the  Council  is  trained  and  engaged  in 
part-time  rodent  control  work. 

One  hundred  and  ten  inspections  were  made  and  seventy- 
two  premises  were  found  to  be  infested.  The  facilities  provided 
bv  the  Council  rvere  made  available  to  the  owners  or  occupiers 
and  the  infestations  were  successfully  treated  by  pre-baiting  and 
poisoning. 

Half-yearly  treatment  of  the  sewers  and  periodical  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  Council’s  refuse  disposal  tip  has  been  carried  out. 

SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF  PLACES  OF 
AMUSEMENT 

The  cinemas  and  other  places  of  entertainment  have 
been  periodicall>’  inspected  with  re.eard  to  the  sanitary 
accommodation. 

The  managements  have  been  found  anxious  to  maintain 
the  conveniences  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  any  defects- 
found  ha^■e  at  once  been  remedied. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924  &  1935 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933 

The  tle-toairol  ol  meal  and  liveslock  came  into  operation 
on  ihc  I  St  July  and  the  slaugliieiliouse  used  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  ceased  lo  iimction  as  a  killing  centie  lor  Tamwortli  and 
district. 

When  the  Governmenl  announced  its  decision  to 
de-control  meat  it  re-allirmed  its  intention  to  bring  about  a 
moderate  concentration  of  slaughtering  facilities  throughout  the 
country  hut  stated  that  this  long  term  policy  would  take  some 
years  to  apply  and  the  immediate  problem  would  be  to  ensure 
that  sidficient  slaughtering  facilities  would  be  available  when 
control  came  to  an  end  and  that  there  would  be  no  interruption 
of  meat  supplies. 

Fhere  are  13  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough, 
the  majority  of  which  are  situated  in  the  centre  and  built-up  area 
of  the  town  and  the  approaches  are  either  by  9ft.  or  3ft.  passages 
leading  from  main  central  streets. 

With  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  position  of  meat  supplies 
upon  de-control  the  meal  traders  were  coiisulled. 

There  are  16  general  btitchers  and  seven  pork  butchers 
in  the  Borough.  Of  the  16  general  butchers  seven  have 
slaughterhouses,  three  proposed  to  use  the  slaughterhouses 
again.  The  13  remaining  butchers  proposed  to  obtain  their 
supplies  through  wholesalers.  Of  the  seven  pork  butchers,  six 
have  slaughterhouses,  two  proposed  to  use  the  slaughterhouses 
again  and  the  remaining  live  to  obtain  supplies  from  wholesalers. 

The  positon  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  slaughtering 
was  taking  place  at  six  of  the  licensed  slaughterhouses. 

W'hilst  the  number  of  cattle  and  sheep  slaughtered  is  less 
since  de-control,  pigs  show  a  big  increase  anti  more  time  is  taken 
up  on  meat  inspection  duties  on  account  of  irregular  hours  of 
slaughtering  and  the  time  entailed  in  visiting  six  premises 
instead  of  one.
